A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE LIFE AND WORK 
OF WILLIAM M. SEARBY _ 


William Martin Searby was born at 
Croft, Lincolnshire, England, on the 
21st of January, 1835. His parents be- 
longed to the Provincial class of Eng- 
land, his father being a_ well-to-do- 
farmer. There being no public schools, 
young Searby obtained his early educa- 
tion in private boarding schools. He 
did well in all of his studies, but it 
seems he was especially fond of Latin 
and mathematics. He also studied 
Greek. When twelve years old he at- 
tended a boarding school where he had 
the choice between dancing and Latin. 
He chose Latin, which he thought 
would be useful to him in the study of © 
pharmacy. From this we see that he 
had made an early choice of his life-

studies in Latin, and at the age of fif- 


teen passed the apprentice examination 


for registration with the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of Great Britain. At the 
age of twenty he delivered his first lec- 
ture on “The Chemistry of Every-day 
Life,” before a workingmen’s institute 
in Guildford. In 1855 he entered the 


laboratory of the Royal Pharmaceu- 


tical Society of Great Britain at the 


Square, London, where he did some 


work in the chemical laboratories and 
attended lectures. He was a careful, 
ambitious and conscientious worker 
and was granted special privileges by 
Mr. Braithwaite, Professor Redwood’s 
assistant in charge of the laboratory, 


but circumstances compelled him to 


abandon his studies, and at the age of 
twenty-one he passed the major ex- 


amination at the Apothecaries’ Hall, 
London, and went into business at 


Norwich with his brother, Wright 
Searby. 

After four years of business life he 
purchased an outfit of books, drugs and 
apparatus with a view to seeking his

fortune in the western hemisphere. He 
sailed for Victoria, B. C., but his entire 
equipment was lost on entering Vic- 
toria Harbor. He at once secured a 
new outfit and started into business on 
Government street, in Victoria, in the 
year 1860. He did well and made 
many acquaintances and friends. In 
1864 he was elected a member of the 
first City Council of Victoria. He was 
married in 1862 to Marie E. Pidwell, 
eldest daughter of John T. Pidwell of 
Victoria. Four children were born to 
them, but only two surviving him, a 
son and a daughter. 

About this time the Fraser River 
boom of British Columbia collapsed. 
This with an unfortunate business 
association had much to do with induc- 
ing Mr. Searby to move to San Fran- 
cisco in the year 1865, where he clerked 
in the store of H. P. Wakelee for a 
short time; and in 1866 he went into 
business for himself on the corner of 
Folsom and Fifth streets, where he 
remained nine years (1866-1875). He 
next went into business on Market, op- 
posite Powell, where he remained

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eighteen years (1875-1893). He went 
into partnership with Winfield S. 
Zeilin, formerly with Redington Co., 
with whom he was associated until the 
Union Drug Company was organized 
in 1902. Prof. Searby was one of the 
most active members of this company 
and was made its president and secre- 
tary at different times. In 1893 he 
removed to 400 Sutter street, where 
he had a_ handsome, excellently 
equipped drug store, one of the stores 
belonging to the Union Drug Co. The 


great earthquake of April 16, 1906, did > 


but little damage to the store, but on 
April 18th it was completely destroyed 
by fire, as were also three other stores 
in which he was interested. This fire 
also destroyed his home, his library, 
his lecture notes, family treasures and 
other personal belongings. His great- 
est loss, however, came in April of 
1907, when his wife, who had been 
his constant inseparable companion 
throughout their married life died. 


She had been ailing for many months, 


but her death was hastened by the 
heartrending experiences of the terri- 
ble earthquake and fire. 

From the very first Mr. Searby was 
a recognized leader -in progressive 
pharmacy. It was largely through his 
efforts that the California Pharmaceu- 
tical Society was organized in 1869, 
and the California College of Phar- 
macy was founded in1872. Both the 
State Association and the California 
College of Pharmacy have had many 
ups and downs, but Professor Searby 
remained loyal and an earnest worker 
for the good of both throughout his 
life. 


In 1873 he was made Professor of. 


Materia Medica of the college, and 
Professor of Pharmacy in 1897, which 
position he held at the time of his 
death. For years he was Dean of the 
college as well as Secretary of the 
Board of Directors of the college. The

excellent stariding of the California 
College of Pharmacy is due primarily | 
to his efforts. He has insisted on rais- g 
ing the requirements for admission as ; | 
well as the requirements for gradua- g 
tion as rapidly as possible. He has 
always been strongly opposed to sham 
education of all kinds. 
Professor Searby’s activities in phar- 
macy have been many. He has been 
the nestor in pharmacy in San Fran- 
cisco as well as on the entire Pacific 
Coast, and it will no doubt be some 
lyears before we shall find an able suc- | | 
cessor. He was President of the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Society in 1873, 
1878 and 1885, and of the reorganized 
California Pharmaceutical Association 
in 1907. At the 1907 meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
he was elected President of that body, 
the highest distinction that can be 
shown an American pharmacist. He 
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had a long association with the A. Ph. 
A,. becoming a member in 1882, and 
was made second Vice-President in 
1889 and first Vice-President in 1901. 
He was President of the Lewis and 
Clark Pharmaceutical Congress, which 
convened at Portland in 1905. This 
congress had much to do in awakening 
the pharmacists on the Pacific Coast 


and pointing out the importance of 


organization for the purpose of de- 
veloping pharmaceutical interests. In 
1892 and 1893 he was the editor of and 
held a controlling interest in the San 
Francisco and Pacific Druggist, now 
owned by the Coffin-Redington Co. 
He was a member of the California 
State Board of Pharmacy from 1891 to 
1902, when he resigned. More’ than 
once he has appeared before the Cali- 


fornia Legislature to argue and set clear 
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The Pharmaceutical Laboratory in the old college building on Fulton street. 
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points on pharmaceutical legislation, 
as well as to combat vicious legislative 
measures directed against pharmacy. 
His plain, straightforward consecutive 
argument with his quiet, gentlemanly 
demeanor have always commanded the 
closest attention on the part of the 
State Legislators. 

In May, 1907, he was made Editor- 
in-chiet of The Pacific Pharmacist, and 
in 1909 he was made Managing Editor, 
which position he held at the time of his 
death. Professor Searby is the discov- 
erer of the bitterless Cascara Sagrada. | 
From the first he was satisfied that in 
the “sacred bark” of the Indians and 
early Spanish settlers we had a remedy 
of great value, and it was through his 
efforts that the drug was carefully ex- 
ploited by manufacturers and authori- 
ties on chemistry and pharmacognosy, 
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Dean W. M. Searby and the Directors of the California Collewe of Pharmacy in- 
specting the new site of the college buildings, Nov., 1906.

and it was through him that the bark 
became known under the name of Cas- 
cara Sagrada (sacred bark). Professor 
Searby with P. E. F. Péredés of Eng- 
land did much to distinguish between 
the several species of Cascara (Rham- 
nus) found in California. Professor 
Searby also gave a great deal of atten- 
tion to the therapeutical value and uses 
of Grindelia robusta and to the poison- 
ous nature of Rhus diversiloba (Cali- 
fornia Poison Oak). 

Professor Searby’s contributions to 
pharmaceutical literature consist of 
papers on practical pharmacy, on phar- 
maceutical education and on pharma- 
ceutical legislation, published in the 
Pacific Druggist, American Journal of 
Pharmacy, Proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, and 
The Pacific Pharmacist. 

In his college work Professor Searby 
proved himself a teacher of rare ability 


and great.power. Not only did he 1m- 
part knowledge to the students of his 
college classes, but unconsciously and 
unintentionally impressed upon them 
the force of a beautiful character.: Stu- 
dents, his associates in the faculty, the 
directors of the colleges, all honored 
and revered him. 

His long association with physicians, 
pharmacists and his intimate acquaint- 
ance with certain medical needs led 
him to place on the market several ar- 
ticles, among them a preparation of 
succinate of iron, bitterless cascara 
preparations, a hair tonic anda bed- 
pan. He was also the San Francisco 
agent for the famous Garrod Spa min- 
eral water of Dr. Enno Sander. 

The many friends of Professor 
Searby who witnessed his activity at 
the Los Angeles meeting little realized 
that he then knew that his days were 
numbered, that he was _ suffering 
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agonies from a disease from which he 
could not recover. All will recall his 
emphatic stand against the parcels post 
at the last general session. On his re- 
turn to San Francisco he continued his 
active labors; presided at the opening 
exercises of the California College of 
Pharmacy and delivered lectures until 


within two .weeks of his death. He 


bore his sufferings with remarkable 
fortitude, never complaining and 
kindly considerate toward others to the 
last. His death was quiet and peace- 


ful. He is survived by a son, Fred W. 
‘Searby, who is superintendent of the 
Eldorado Oil Works at Berkeley, Calli- 


fornia, and a daughter, who nursed him 
faithfully throughout his illness. ‘Let- 
ters of sympathy and condolence, and 
resolutions of appreciation by pharma- 
ceutical and other societies and friends 
have been forwarded to his family. 
Professor Searby was a remarkable 
man in more ways than one. A man 
who was before the public sufficiently 
to receive national recognition and 


national honors, and yet without an 


enemy. A man who has always stood 
for honest municipal control and who 
has openly opposed grafting of all 
kinds and yet not one who ever wished 
him evil. Kind, courteous and gentle- 
manly to all, though never hesitating 
or flinching when right was ques- 
tioned. He won his battles through 
kindness coupled with firmness. Huis 
was the true Christian spirit, and he 
led a‘consistent blemishless Christian 
life. He was a most beloved and most 
highly esteemed officer of the Ply- 


mouth Congregational Church. The 


motto of his Sunday-school class was 
“Faithful unto death,” and. the class 


colors were blue and white—blue for 


honor and white for purity. Professor 
Searby was faithful unto death, and he 
ever was an example of the meaning of — 
those colors—blue for honor, white for 
purity. No one can adequately esti- 
mate the good he has done while 
among the living nor the influence of 
his example after death. Good deeds 
act as a leaven whose influence spreads 
and widens and continues through the 
ages.

Legally, therefore, small 
quantities of benzoate added to food 
continues to be harmless. Of course,

true plague and that a number of hu- 
man plague fatalities were directly 
traceable to the killing and eating of 
infected animals. For years it has 
been customary for Sunday hunters to 
shoot squirrels in the Contra Costa 
hills and carry them home to be cooked 
and eaten. Infected squirrels are now 
scarce, but it is well to keep in mind 
that some may be infected. Don’t 
handle them and do not eat them.

It was difficult to believe that the new 
San Francisco could have been built 
upon the ruins in so short a time.

PELLAGRA 
Pellagra is a disease which has cre- 
ated great havoc in Italy and other 
Eastern countries, and which first ap- 
peared in the United States about 1907. 
It spread very rapidly and up to date 
of September, 1909, numerous cases 
have been reported from the South- 
eastern United States and from Illi- 
nois, with a few scattering cases from 
Kansas, Virginia, Pennsylvania, New 
York and Massachusetts. The disease 
is said to be caused by the eating of 
moldy corn (Zea Mays) or from foods 
prepared from such corn. Ceni and 
others declare that the primary cause 
is a species of Aspergillus (A. flave- 
scens). It is also believed that the 
ordinary household mold (Penicillium 
glaucum) is the primary cause. The 
mortality rate is very high, and the dis- 
ease is said to be terrible in its effects. 
It first appears as an eruption of the 
skin, usually appearing in the early 
spring, February or March, after some 
variable prodromal 
The skin becomes darkened and 
blotchy. Eczemat.ous eruptions next 
appear, with desquamation. As the 
older eruptions heal, while new ones 
form, the skin becomes rough, from 
which the name, pell’ agra—rough skin 
—is derived. These effects increase 


manifestations. |

from year to year, accompanied by 
an increase in nervous symptoms. The 
nervous manifestations are varied and 
are accompanied by great suffering, in 
fact causing a’ form of insanity. 
Pellagra is not contagious or infec- 
tious, though the tendency is trans- 


mitted from generation to generation. 


Children of pellagrins are often born 
with asymmetrical heads and various 
other deformities. They may be idiotic 
or stupid and defective generally. 

Acute pellagra runs a rapid course, 
but more generally it is chronic, the 


suffering continuing for years in an 


ever increasing ratio. The sufferers 
simply degenerate from year to year 
and die a slow but terrible death. 

We cannot at this time predict what 
course the disease will take in the 
United States. The U. S. Marine Hos- 
pital service, State and local health 
authorities, and others, are doing all 
in their power to check its spread and 
to find the cure. 

Lombrosa, Ceni and others recog- 
nized the fact that pellagrins are 
mostly of the poorer class, whose prin- 
cipal diet is polenta, a mush made from 
corn meal. This mush is usually pre- 
pared in large potfuls, sufficient for a 
week’s eating, and set away, exposed 
to dust, dirt, flies, etc., so that these 
ignorant peasants often eat polenta 
which is more or less moldy and other- 
wise spoilt. Efforts were at once made 


to correct these conditions, but proved 


only partially successful. 

It is known that various organisms 
of the mold group cause skin diseases 
and other pathologic conditions, and it 
is probable that Ceni is right in ascrib- 
ing the cause of pellagra to a mold. 
The repugnance to eating foods which 
are moldy or tainted with mold is quite 
universal, and the pure food work 
should give the matter of moldy foods 
more attention.

JAMES G. STEELE, HISTORIAN 


PHARMACY IN SAN FRANCISCO IN 
THE LATER FIFTIES 
By James G. Steele 


It may be remembered that at the 
meeting of this association held at 
Oakland, California, in May 1908, I 
read a paper entitled “Pharmacy in 
San Francisco, in the early fifties.” 
The present paper is largely a continu- 
ation of the former “recollections.” 

In a San Francisco Directory pub- 
lished by Joseph Baggett & Co., the 
names of forty-four retail druggists 
appear besides four wholesalers and 
one agent for “patent medicines and 
druggists’ sundries.” The wholesale 
firms were Crowell & Crane, Henry 
‘Johnson & Co., C. & A. J. Langley 
and Story Redington & Co., and Parke 
& White, agents for manufacturers.

There were in San Francisco in 1860 


of buildings, 8603 of wood, 1461 of 


brick, 47 of iron, 67 of stone and six 
of adobe; giving a total of 10,123 
structures. More than one half of the 
retail drug stores were located on cor- 
ners which were preferred by “Apothe- 
caries” as we were then called. In 
such locations a finer display of tradi- 


tional colored lights was possible and 


more attention directed to the stores. 

Great variety in signs was notice- 
able. The cosmopolitan character of 
our population found illustration in 
frequent foreign signs. While the 
English speaking public were content 
with “Apothecaries,” “Chemists and 
Druggists,” the foreign element found 
security and consolation in signs bear- 
ing words as “Pharmacie Francaise,” 
“Deutsche Apotheke,’ “Pharmacia 


unique and attractive. 
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Italiana” and Botica Espafiola; “while 
windows were garnished with notices 
on parle Francais,’ “Aqui 
habla Espafiola,” “Hier wird deutsch 
gesprochen,” etc., etc. 

The stores were in general plainly 
and neatly fitted up; counters on one 
or two sides, and more attention paid 
as to arrangement of windows an 
show cases. Seats were also provided 
to a limited extent for waiting custo- 
mers. ‘The stores were mostly finished 
in white and the walls behind the rows 
of “furniture bottles” generally in 
e1een. 


‘The store of William B. Little, estab- 
lished in 1855, in Howards’ Building, 
138 Montgomery Street, between Clay 
and Commercial, was described at the 
time as the most elegantly fitted store 
west of St. Louis. The side walk was 


composed of large flagstones and the 


store had an iron front, novel for that 
time. The iron pillars filled in with 
large panes of plate glass were quite 
The doorway 
was in the middle between the two 
large windows; the floor of the store 


was filled with marble squares, white 


and black alternating; the counters 
were elaborately carved, marble topped 
and nearly covered with large show 
cases made in the latest style. The 
pilasters, shelves and cornices and 
counters were carefully painted and 
finished in white china glass, and the 
cornices further ornamented by a gilded 
rope extending around its base. A 
large eight foot plate mirror adorned 
the store at its back. The shelves were 
filled on one side, and in rear with 
pint, quart and three pint furniture 
bottles and “Tinctures” and “Salt- 
mouths” in due proportion. On the 
top shelves on the “pharmaceutical 
side” were two gallon glass stoppered 
bottles, containing such tinctures and 
pharmaceutical preparations as were 
made and kept in quantity; on the 
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other side of the store various medicinal 
preparations, domestic and foreign, 
were kept on shelves shut in by glass 
sliding doors. It was reported that 
Mr. Little had spent ten thousand dol- 
lars for store furnishings, exclusive of 
stock. ‘This somewhat lengthy space 
has been devoted to this establishment 


because it “set the tune’ and led the 


way to induce apothecaries to pay more 
attention to elegant fittings and care- 
fully selected stocks. 
to state that Mr. Little had his pharma- 
ceutical preparations, crude and pow- 
dered drugs, chemicals, oils and other 
varieties of stock classified and ar- 
ranged in strictly alphabetical order, as 
was customary in best Eastern and 
European pharmacies. Mr. Little was 
associated for a time with B. B. Thayer, 


and on his withdrawal, with Dr.: R. 
Beverly Cole, who withdrew in 1858. 


In 1859, Mr. Little sold out to Wm. N. 
Keith, who was associated in the new 
venture with Chas. E. Hinckley. Mr. 
Hinckley shortly after severed partner- 
ship with Mr. Keith as described else- 
where. In 1868 the store was trans- 


ferred to James G. Steele, Mr. Keith 


retiring. Mr. Steele moved to 316 
Kearny street, in 1877, and this store 
was devoted to other uses than shelter- 
ing a drug business. 

. At this time, 1860, many of the pho- 
prietors of drug stores. had installed 
“Soda Fountains.” These were simple 
affairs, consisting generally of a two 
arm draft-tube sitting on a marble- 
topped counter, with a row of syrup 
bottles along one side and glass tum- 
blers underneath. The soda water was 
contained in a 15 gallon fountain 
(tinned inside) at a pressure of three 
atmospheres and supplied to the trade 
by the soda water manufacturers at the 
rate of $3.50 per fountain. When in 
use the copper fountain was kept either 
under the counter or in the basement. 
The pipes were connected by union 


It may suffice 
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couplings which required the use of a 


monkey wrench coupled with strength 


and skill. The tin pipes constituting 
the “‘cooler” for ice, were kept in a box 
under the counter. The ice was furn- 
ished in large or small quantities at 
two cents a pound. Most apothecaries 
made their own syrups and a great 
diversity of formulas and results were 
noted. Sarsaparilla seemed to be the 
favorite, as most drinkers fancied it 
“sood for the blood;” 10 cents a glass 
was the price charged for “plain” or 
with syrup. When brandy or whiskey 
was mixed with the plain soda a charge 
of 25 cents was made. The public did 
not like too much “fizz” and were quick 
to complain of it. 

The “patent medicine’ supply com- 
menced broadening out and _ every 
steamer from the East brought addi- 
tions to the ever increasing supply of 
Curealls. New cough mixturé$, chola- 
gogues, sarsaparilla compounds, spring 
medicines, and liniments, hair restorers, 
teas, pills and salves were introduced. 
Prices were held at established rates 
and the voice of the cutter was not 
heard in the land. 

Sand’s Sarsaparilla put up by the 
firm of A. B. & D. Sands & Co., Will- 
iam street, New York, was a “good 
seller.” This cure-all had an elaborate 
picture of a Phoenix bird with out- 
stretched wings, springing from a cir- 
cle of flames, and underneath the leg- 
end, “as the Phoenix arises from the 
ashes of its fires, so does the system 
rejuvenatéd by the use of Sand’s Sarsa- 
parilla arise victorious o’er all the. ills 
that flesh is heir too,’ and then fol- 
lowed a long and harrowing list of 
diseases to be cured by the liberal use 
of this “Most estimable. medicine!” 
The two Townsends and the Bristol 
firm also introduced their celebrated 
preparations and commenced to give 
the Sand’s Sarsaparilla a lively hustle 
for supremacy in public estimation. In 
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mineral waters there were many addi- 
tions made. Attention began to be 
paid to natural springs and analyses 
were obtained to serve as a basis for 
exploitation of various “springy locali- 
ties.” Much interest was excited from 
the marvelous statements made con- 
cerning the various warm springs of 
Calistoga, Napa county, and the neigh- 
boring “White Sulphur Springs” of St. 
Helena. The “Geysers’” great and 
little were also brought prominently 
into notice. 

Much expense was placed upon im- 
provements in Calistoga by Samuel 
Brannan and his associates. A large 
and sumptuous hotel was erected, ex- 
travagantly furnished and the public 
invited through pompous advertising 
to try the healing waters of the various 
springs “fresh from nature’s labora- 
tory.” ‘Thos. Price established an as- 
say office on Sacramento, corner 
Liedesdorf, and made mineral and or- 
ganic analyses, employing skilled ex- 
-perts and being a quick and careful 
analysist himself. 

In 1855 the U. S. Pharmacopoeia was 
published about the middle of the de- 
cade, and closely following its appear- 
ance the revised U. S. Dispensatory of 
Wood & Bache and Kings “Eclectic 
Dispensatory” were offered to the 
medical and pharmaceutical interests. 
The two book concerns of Lindsley & 
Blakiston and Lea & Co., both of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., printed from time to time 
new works in medicine, surgery, chem- 
istry, pharmacy and botany. In chem- 
istry the favorite text-book for begin- 
ners was Lockhardt’s “Elements of 
Chemistry, a translation from the 
German.” This book was profusely 
illustrated giving the young experi- 
menter sufficient guidance in the vart- 
ous minor operations of chemistry. 
Atwood’s “Pharmaceutical Chemistry” 
and an English publication made its 
appearance about this time, and to- 
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gether with Lockhardt’s book, was 
made the ‘standard in various institu- 
tions of learning, including colleges of 


pharmacy. Of other books. published 
in the latter half of the decade were 


Griffith's Formulary, Fresenius’ Quan- 
titative Analysis, Parrish’s Pharmacy, 
Brande’s Chemistry (London publica- 
tion) in two massive volumes, Wat- 
son’s Botany of California (sumptu- 


ously printed at the Riverside Press, 


Cambridge, Mass.), Chemistry of Dye- 
ing, Napier, Dr. Garke’s Flora of 
Germany, Graham’s Chemistry, Beck’s 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, 
Pareira’s Materia Medica in three vol- 
umes, and Ure’s Dictionary of the Arts 
and Sciences. 

Of periodicals devoted to pharmacy 
there were the “American Journal of 


Pharmacy” published in Philadelphia - 
and the “Druggists’ Circular” issued — 


from New York city. There publica- 
tions are so well known that it seems 
unnecessary to more than allude to 
them, except to note that most of the 
apothecaries took one, and many, both 
of these meritorious pharmaceutical 
monthlies. Powers & Weightman, and 
Rosengarten and Sons, both of Phila- 
delphia, began sending monthly price 
lists and commenced broadening out 
their list of chemical manufactures. 


At that time the products of the 


French laboratories were held in 
esteem by physicians and apothecaries. 

In perfumes, colognes, toilet soaps, 
etc., the house of Lubin of Paris was 
mostly patronized, the jobbers carry- 
ing lines of the manufactures of this 
establishment. American travelers 
who had returned from the “grand 
tour,’ introduced to the notice of our 
merchants the multifarious prepara- 
tions of Pivet, Chavalier, Pinaud and 
later that of Roger and Gallet. Rim- 
mell & Co. and John Gasnell of Lon- 
don also catered to the American 


trade, and many druggists carried lines 
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of their goods. Baily & Co., of London, 
put up their delightful toilet soap, the 


“Spermaceti tablet,’ and their “Le 


Bouquet,’ both of which were in high 
favor with connoisseurs at that time, 
the American houses which have pro- 
duced such elegant products m the per- 
fume line were not organized. 
Attention was directed to the great 
sponge deposits of Florida and adyja- 
cent islands. These sponges were a 
welcome addition to the higher priced 
articles of fhe Eastern Mediterranean, 
and gave a variety to stocks in the 


sponge line that had before been lack- 


ing. Wrapping paper was furnished 
to apothercaries in various grades and 
colors, being sold to them by the ream. 
Twine was to be had in good variety, 
both cotton and hemp. Paper bags 
in varying sizes were also in evidence, 
and very convenient for some classes of 
goods. The practice of covering the 
tops of corks with sealing wax and 


stamping thereon the insignia of the 
“house” was commenced, but eventu- 


ally discontinued. | 

Seidlitz and soda powders were in- 
troduced and most apothecaries put up 
their own, using the blue and white 
paper and the wooden molds, the same 
as now. Tin and paper boxes were 
furnished at reasonable prices. At this 
time the price of Seidlitz powders was 
50 cents a box for 12 each, “full 
weight,’ and 25 cents for boxes con- 
taining 6 each, “blue and white.”’ Soda 
powders sold at 25 cents a box, which 
held one dozen each, blue and white 
papers. 

In druggists’ glassware a great im- 
provement was inaugurated by Whital, 
Tatum & Co., of Philadelphia, who sub- 
stituted for the old patterns, elegant 
flint French squares for apothecaries’ 
use., They made sizes from ™% ounce 
to 32 of this style, both for cork stop- 
pers and glass ground stoppers. Be- 
fore this time the glass houses had 
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supplied us with round bottles, green 
and flint. Afterwards the ovals of 
varying patterns were substituted for 
the French squares. Corks of various 
sizes were hand cut and supplied by 
jobbers in lots of I to 5 gross. Prices 
ranged about double of present rates. 

Paper pill and slide boxes were in 
good supply. The bronzed round 
boxes, 29, 30 and 31 nested, were sold 
by the gross as also the slide paper 
boxes nested in three sizes. The Ger- 


mans made for us round paper boxes 


and sent them over nested, sizes 3 

Pressed herbs, barks and roots were 
put up in pound packages and sent 
out by various establishments in New 
England and New York. 

Judson & Co. started a factory for 
the manufacture of acid on Valencia, 
between 14th and 15th streets. Nitrate 
of soda was obtained from Chile, sul- 
phur from Italy and sodium chloride 
from various domestic sources includ- 
ing the “saltpans” of the Alameda bay 
shore. The three mineral acids were 
for a long time the chief article of 
manufacture at these works and were 
supplied to the jobbers in carboys, who 
in turn sold to the retail trade in five 
pint glass stoppered bottles, charging 
$1.50 each for muriatic and nitric, and 
$2.00 for sulphuric. 

The chief substance dealt in by the 
retail trade for disinfecting and puri- 
fying was chloride of lime, imported 
from England in large tierces. The 
plan of putting the cloride into cans 
of various sizes had not developed and 
the retailers had it sent to them from 
the wholesalers.in earthen jars of five 


gallon capacity. 


The solution of citrate of magnesia 
was invented about this time and dis- 
pensed in small champagne bottles 
with the corks tied down by a string. 

Physicians wrote for pills to be made 
impromptu. The habit of silvering and

gilding was still in evidence. Later 
on, however, it was abandoned. 

In appliances for the laboratory and 
the prescription counter, there was a 
full supply of mortars and pestles of 
glass, wedgewood and metal (iron and 
brass). These goods were mostly 
of English manufacture—porcelain, 
wedgewood and glass mainly for the 
prescription counter, and metal for the 
laboratory. Funnels were made of 
glass, wedgewood and metal. Rubber 
had not yet been vulcanized and ap- 
plied to such uses. Filtering paper 
was of French origin, grey and white, 
and was sold in packages containing 
100 filters, folded one-half round, and 


also in sheets by the ream. Plain 


spatulas were made in America and 
spatulas with balanced handles came 
from England. 
Counter and prescription scales were 
of French make, the Berringer pat- 
terns. Weights were in avoirdupois, 
from grains to drachms, the metric 
system not having been approved 
either in England or in America. Plat- 
form scales and the old fashioned 
steelyard balances were made in 
America. Graduated glass measures 
were supplied by the Sandwich Glass 


Works, Cambridgeport, Mass., and . 


were graduated in the scale of drachms 
and ounces, from I oz. to 32 oz. with 
subdivisions. Test tubes were sup- 
plied by jobbers in a variety of sizes. 
Pill slabs or tiles were of English 
make, as were pill machines. Supposi- 
tories were made in pewter molds, 
which were supplied in different sizes, 
one dozen in a tin frame, enclosed in a 
box of the same material. Small glass 
lamps to burn alcohol together with 
evaporating dishes of various sizes and 
metal frames for their support were on 
almost every prescription counter. Gas 
was being introduced and supplied to 
stores and dwellings at the rate of 
$3.00 per thousand cubic feet. 


? 
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New styles of furniture bottles were 


being introduced from England, and 


shortly after 1860 the Warren Glass 
Works were started in the east and 
turned out fine appearing ware from 
% pint to 4 pints, tinctures and salt- 
mouths with recess glass labels, let- 
tered in black on a background of gilt. 

There was no temptation for physi- 
cians to prescribe pharmaceutical speci- 


alties, as these were unknown. Vari- 


ous formulas of preparations to dis- 
guise the bitterness of quinine were 
noted and these might be considered 
the forerunners of “elegant pharmace- 


-uticals’” so much in evidence in later 


times. | | 
Black Draught (Infusum Sennae 


Comp.) was frequently called for and 


kept in stock by apothecaries. 


About this time, the “Dollar Store’’ 


of the Davis Bros. was opened on 


Kearny street, west side, between Pine — 


and California streets. They soon be- 
gan to cut into the trade of brushes, 
toilet articles and fancy goods, previ- 


ously enjoyed by apothecaries and con- 


sidered as part of their business. The 
“Dollar Store” afterward expanded 
into the “Golden Rule Bazaar’ and 
later on the “Emporium” so well 
known over the entire Pacific Coast. 
Of notables in the drug line, I have 
space to mention but a few. William 
H. Keith was born and raised in Bos- 
ton, Mass. He completed the courses 


of study in the grammar and high > 
schools of Boston and matriculated 


(after a few years’ experience in the 
drug business in retail and wholesale 


drug stores in Boston and vicinity) in | 


the Medical Department of Harvard 
University. He pursued his studies 
with diligence, but shortly before he 
expected to graduate, caught the “Cali- 
fornia gold fever” and sailed from Bos- 
ton in January, 1851, in the good ship 
Samuel Appleton, which made the voy- 
age “around the Horn” in about four 
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months, and-.the company of gold 
seekers landed in San Francisco in May 
of the same year. A short experience 
in the mines convinced Mr. Keith that 
mining was not his vocation, and he 
returned to San Francisco, buying out 
the retail store of Redington & Co., 
located in Riddle’s building, on the 
southeast corner of Clay and Mont- 
gomery streets. He shortly after 


associated with himself a Mr. Jenkins 


and changed the firm name to Keith 
& Jenkins. Mr. Jenkins retired in 
January, 1853, and the name was 
changed to Wm. H. Keith & Co. Mr. 
Keith had been through a regular ap- 
prenticeship in pharmacy and_ had 
charge of a drug store in Milford, a 
suburb of Boston, while pursuing his 


studies at the Harvard University. He 


was a practical apothecary and full of 
method and system, a strict disciplina- 
rian and quick and accurate in dispens- 
ing. Genial and cheerful in disposition 
and popular with all, old and young. 
His store at that time had the largest 
prescription business, being patronized 
by such well known physicians as Doc- 
tors Toland, Angle, Stout, Bertody, 
Coit, H. M. Gray, Sheldon, J. B. Trask, 
Bowie and A. F. Sawyer. The writer 
of these lines joined his uncle Mr. 
Keith, when not quite 14 years of age, 


and commenced his career in the drug 


business in October, 1852.

THE STABILITY OF GALENICAL 
PREPARATIONS 


By A. R. L. Dohme, Ph. D., Baltimore 

It has probably not occurred to many 
pharmacists that pharmaceutical prod- 
ucts containing alkaloids, or other defi- 
nitely known and assayable active prin- 
ciples do not vary to any appreciable 
extent by virtue of age. While some 
pharmacists do reject preparations that 
are old and replace them with fresh 
goods, the vast majority do not do so. 
It is established that this cannot result 
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from a definite knowledge that they do 
not deteriorate, but must be due to 
questions of trouble and cost. 

Since the pure food and’ drugs laws 
of the country have made it possible 
to more or less control the strength of 
all assayable products, it has in some 
States—e. g.: New York, restilted in 
a careful inquiry as to whether a time 
limit label should not be required upon 
all such products as do deteriorate with 
age. When this question arose and the 
possibility of varying time limits with 
resulting frequent returns and _ ex- 
changes faced the manufacturing phar- 
macist he concluded that the only way 
to definitely determine this question 
was to carefully assay all such prod- 
ucts over a period covering a year at 
least at intervals of say, three months, 
removing some from the bottle at each 
assay so as to get conditions as nearly 
like those in the retail drug ‘store as 
possible. In addition to this he con- 
cluded to re-assay as many old re- 


turned goods as possible, embracing 


some as far back as ten years, to seee 
if they had in the intervening period 
deteriorated any and, if so, how much. 
As this question was put before most of 
the leading manufacturers at the same 
time, they concluded to all take it up 
separately and exhaustively and then 
compare results, believing that this 
would serve as practically a perfect 
control. 

One would normally expect, I think, 
that there would be a tendency of all 
organic products of any nature to de- 
teriorate, for all organic substances are 
more or less unstable and prone to 
oxidation by the atmosphere in com- 
bination with the moisture of the air 
and the heat and light of-the sun. I 
have found that we had on hand among 
some returned goods some samples of 
most of these products made as long 
ago as ten years and these together 
with some not quite so old and some 
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quite recent products were assayed. 
In addition I took a pint of most of 
these products freshly made and as- 
sayed it and then removed 25 per cent. 
of it, allowing the remaining 75 per- 
cent. of the liquid to stan@ on a shelf 
exposed to the light just as a shelf 
bottle on a retail druggist’s shop shelf 
would be. In this way I intended to 
find out if products more exposed to 
the atmosphere and to light, as is the 


case in a partly filled bottle, would be 
more readily deteriorated than in an 
unbroken package. At the end of six 
months another fourth was removed 
after assaying the contents, and after ° 
nine months another fourth of the con- 
tents was removed after assaying the 
contents and finally after one year the 
the fourth remaining in the bottle was 
assayed. The results of these assays 
are given below:

In this case also a decomposition of 
the alkaloids seems to take place after 
the extract has stood six months. 

| Conclusions 

From this it is apparent that prac- 
tically none of the products examined 
deteriorate to any appreciable extent 
-and such as do show any have their 
deterioration come well within the 
limit of experimental error. The ex- 
ceptions to this are powdered extract 


of physostigma, fluidextract of coca, 


fluidextract of aconite root, and the 
tincture of aconite root after a half- 
year’s standing. All the rest of the 
products examined, however, preserve 


their strength better than I had really 


expected. The deterioration in the 
case of tincture of aconite root is not 
great, and would not markedly affect 
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its therapeutic value. Strange to say, 
tincture of coca does not deteriorate, 
although the fluwidextract does. As 
will be observed nitroglycerin tablets 
are quite stable considering the vola- 
tility and ready reducibility of the sub- 
stance. We have often heard that 
nitroglycerin tablets will deteriorate, 
but these figures disprove the asser- 
tion. 

I may add that my results are in 
practically every case verified by the 
results of the leading assay chemists 
of all the pharmaceutical manufactur- 
ing houses.—Am.

The Adulteration of Nux Vomica with 
Vegetable Ivory.—Attention has been called 
to the adulteration of nux vomica with pow- 
dered olive pits. A new adulterant has been 
noted by Planchon and Juillet (Repertoire 
de pharmacie, No. 6, 1909), in the filings of 
the nut of the Phytelephas Macrocarpa, the 
coroza or vegetable ivory. The character- 
istic appearance of the canaliculated albumen 


cellules and the integumentary fibres under | 


the microscope serves to distinguish the 
presence of this substance——Am. Druggist. 

The Bactericidal Action of Light.—Dr. 
Cappelli (Acad. med. fisica fiorentina, 1908, 
February 13; through Les Nouveaux rem- 
edes, No. 8, 1909), concludes from his analy- 
sis of the bactericidal action of light, that 
this power resides principally, but not exclu- 


sively, in those rays which are the most re-- 


fractable. The rays at the red end of the 
spectrum possess this action to some de- 
gree, but have a much feebler bactericidal 
power than have. those at the violet end. 
His experiments were conducted by testing 


the power of mono, or polychromatic, lights - 


which were passed through various colored 
solutions, and he determined that this power 
varied with the quality and quantity of the 
light, and inversely with the coefficient of 
obstruction of the solutions themselves.— 
Am. Druggist. 

Danger in the Use of Carbon Tetrachlor- 
Massachusetts.—That car- 
bon tetrachloride is an anesthetic has been 
reported in the Circular several times. We 
recall notes on this subject, in which ac- 
counts of ill effects attending its use are 
recorded, in the issues for last month, page 
447, and for August, 1907, page 535. In each 
of the two cases noted, the liquid was used 
as a shampoo: one resulted fatally and one 
- came near doing so. We do not recall hav- 
ing seen any reports of anesthesia following 
the use of the fluid as a cleaner, but as it 
has been established that its indiscriminate 
use is dangerous, it is but just and right 
that those who know this fact inform others 
of it, especially such others as have scant 
knowledge of the properties of the liquid 
and are using it for household purposes. 
Obviously, then, druggists selling carbon 
tetrachloride, should put a cautionary label 
on each package leaving their stores.——-Drug 
Circular. 

Detection of Wood Alcohol in Grain 


Alcohol.—Watanabe: (Journ. pharm. soc. 
Jap.) found that all neutral ketones give 
with Nesslers reagent a yellowish flocculent 
precipitate. Inasmuch as wood alcohol 
always contains acetone and as the reaction 
is extremely sensitive very small admixtures 
of wood alcohol can be detected by it in 
grain alcohol. Alcohol very frequently con- 


tains aldehyde, which also acts on Nessler’s 


reagent, but this reaction is a very different 
one and does not interefere with the test 
for acetone. Aldehyde reduces Nesslers re- 
agent with the formation of metallic mer- 
cury.—Drug. Circular. | 
Loss of Activity in Indian Hemp.— Mar- 
shall (Pharm. Journ.) has recently made 
experiments which show that preparations 
of cannabis indica, particularly the extract, 
relatively quickly deteriorate. This is due 
to the fact that cannabinol, which was first 
isolated in 1896 by Wood, Spivey and East-. 
erfield is readily oxidized by exposure to air, 
becoming darker in color and almost en- 


_tirely losing its physiological activity. On 


this account cannabis indica and its prepa- 


rations should be stored away in hermetic- 


ally sealed containers, which should be re- 
sealed each time after use. | 

Malaria and the Mosquito.—Dr. G. M. 
Gould (writing in the Interstate Med. 
Journ.) says that from the beginning of 
history the greatest obstacles to the open- 
ing up of new nations, especially in tropical 
and semi-tropical countries, and the spread 
of civilization, have been malaria and yellow 
fever. Malaria chiefly dictated the location 
upon hills of the Italian settlers, with a mul- 
titude of subsequent social customs and 
laws. Among savage people it has been a 
no less dominant factor, and in new coun- 
tries it has crippled the energies of the 
people and sent millions to death, each cen- 
tury. Malaria has been the great ally of 
barbarism, the enemy of social progress, the 
unconquerable foe of medicine. With its 
quinin the profession had long waged a 
losing battle, but now the victory is possible 
to science, for it was a battle, if we had but 
known it, against—the mosquito! The 
malarial parasite is conveyed from man to 
man through the agency of the mosquito, 
of the genus anopheles. The mosquito re- 
ceives into its stomach from man some 
blood containing the parasite, which forth- 
with goes through certain developmental 
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changes, and in the end the germs make 


their way to the salivary gland of the mos- 
quito, and thence.get transferred to a new 
victim. The mosquito is not only the car- 
rier, but also the intermediary host of the 
malarial parasite during an important part 
of its life-history. 

Detection of Caramel in Alcoholic Liquids. 
—According to A. Jaegerschmid 100 cc. of 
wine or beer (or of a tincture suitably di- 


luted with water) are thoroughly mixed | 


with a little fresh white of egg and water in 
equal proportions, and heated to coagulate 


the albumin. After cooling and filtering, the 


filtrate is evaporated to a syrupy consist- 
ency on the water-bath. One-half of this 
is extracted with ether, the other half with 
acetone. The ether residue, in the presence 
of caramel, gives a cherry-red color with a 
fresh l-per cent solution of resorcin in hy- 
drochloric acid, specific gravity 1190. The 
acetone residue gives a carmine-red color 
with the acid alone, of that specific gravity. — 
Practical Druggist. 

Eulatin, a whooping cough remedy recom- 
mended by Friedmann, is said to be dim- 
ethyl-phenyl-pyrazolon amido-bromo benzo- 
ate. Difficult to swallow all this between 
whoops.—New Remedies. 

Absorption of Ointments 

Various methods hve been pursued to 
test the rapidity with which substances are 
absorbed by the skin. Usually, however, 
these methods have been confined for the 
most part to examination of the urine im- 
mediately following the application of the 
medicament, and also to microscopic inspec- 
tion, after sectioning, of the skin which had 
been treated with mercurial salves for vary- 
ing periods prior to incision, the minute 
globules of mercury serving as penetration 
indicators. Recently, however, (according 


to Pharm. Journ.), in order to get more 


direct results, various tissue stains, in the 
form of aniline dyes, have been employed. 
These were thoroughly mixed with various 
vehicles and applied to the bare skin of 
guinea-pigs and white rabbits. After the 
lapse of 15 minutes to several hours the 
patch was excised under anesthesia, the 
piece of tissue blocked, frozen and cut in 
such a way as to prevent the stain being 
carried further into the’tissues. The sec- 
tions were placed at once in a filtered mix- 
ture of 10 parts honey, 20 parts glycerin 
and 70 parts water, and later mounted and 
examined in the same medium. For oily 
and ethereal vehicles scarlet was found most 
suitable, while for spirituous ones fuchsine 
was used. The results show that lard, sim- 
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ple or benzoated, and pure goose grease 
are the most quickly absorbed of all the 


substances tested. Petrolatum is a poor 


penetrant unless applied with friction. 
Wool fat, alone, is absorbed very slowly, 
but when mixed with a more fluid ma- 


terial, such as olive oil, it readily enters the © 


skin. The addition of a small amount of 
cedarwood oil (10 per cent) to an ointment 
considerably increases the rapidity of ab- 
sorption—New Remedies. 

The Quantity of Bacteria in the Small In- 
testine and the Action of Antiseptics 
Upon Them 

In the course of this research the varying 
action of a number of intestinal disinfect- 
ants was studied. The weighing method 
originated by Prof. Dr. J. Strassburger, of 
Bonn, was followed. Feigen ascertained 
first, in a man with a fistula of the small 
intestine, and with the large intestine en- 
tirely shut off, the amount of bacteria norm- 
ally present in the small intestine. The 
average quantity daily was found to be 


3.93 grammes of dry bacteria, or 64 billions, 
and this is subject to small variation only. °* 


The tests were instituted to determine the 
action of remedies which are claimed to 


have chiefly intestinal disinfectant proper- 


ties. The result was surprising. While 


some products did not show any particular 


action on the amount of bacteria, others 
showed a directly harmful influence on the 
intestine. This was especially the case with 
calomel, hitherto the most used intestinal 
antiseptic. Given in the doses usually pre- 
scribed, it caused an increase of the bac- 


teria up to 8.5 grammes, double the normal 


quantity. Microscopically there was dem- 
onstrated strong desquamation of the in- 
testinal epithelium, as well as a change in 
the normal reaction of the intestinal con- 
tents, and there was also caused an irrita- 
tion of the walls of the intestines, which in 
the presence of infectious intestinal diseases 
may prove very dangerous.—New Remedies. 


INJURIOUS EFFECTS OF 
SACCHARIN 


A committee of the Seine Council 
of Hygiene declared that saccharin is 
not a food but a medicament, and will 
find its chief use as an adulterant of 
alimentary substances. 

- The use of saccharin in foods should 
be prohibited under United States rul- 
commerce. Many States have no law 
ings when subjected to inter-State 
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against it, and others, in which its use 
is prohibited, have neglected its strin- 
gent enforcement, such States thereby 
permitting its use within their con- 
fines. 

For the purpose of this article we 
will class all artificial sweeteners such 
as hydra-sugar, krystallose, sucramine, 
sycose, sacharol, sugarine, gluside, glu- 


sidum, glukusin, toluol sugar, etc., and 


especially the exceedingly dangerous 
dulcin and sucrol, as saccharin. 
Saccharin has the elements sulphur 


and nitrogen, not part of the chemical 


structure of sugars, and consequently 
has no resemblance chemically, physic- 
ally or therapeutically to sugar. Nor 
is it derived from sugars by chemical 
means, but is strictly a coal-tar deriva- 
tive. | 

Tests conducted by E. J. Millan with 
.2 per cent aqueous solutions of saccha- 
rin on digestive ferments led to the 


following astounding results, reported 
by him in the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association Proceedings of 1888: 


Pepsin has a lesser albumin dissolv- 
ing power in the presence of saccharin. 
Pancreatin is required in ten times 
the quantity in the presence of saccha- 
rin to convert starch into dextrine and 
glucose that is required to convert the 
same amount under normal conditions. 
-Diastase is retarded to such a degree 


as to require double the normal quan- 


tity. 


Papain—saccharin slightly. retards. 


the conversion of fibrin by this fer- 
ment. 

Marshall calls attention to the fact 
that saccharin dissolves the structural 
matter of the teeth.—Lancet-Clinic.

Under the cap- 
tion of the Principles of Chemistry the au- 
thor gives the real introduction. The sub- 
ject is treated in forty-seven pages of matter. 
This is a terse treatise on the theoretical 
foundation of chemistry. The laws are ac-_ 
companied with -clear explanations. This 
chapter is not to be read hastily in the be- 
ginning by the student, but it is evidently to 
be referred to frequently so as to elucidate 
the subject as he progresses. 

The third chapter on non-metals, treats of 
them in a manner of value to the chemical 
student in quest for knowledge from a 
pharmacopoeial standpoint. For instance, 
under sulphur, after describing the element 
and its properties; the sublime, the washed 
and the precipitated are spoken of in sepa- 
rate paragraphs, heavily lettered as 
far as the title is concerned. Where an 
equation showing the mode of manufacture 
is required in the judgment of the author, 
it is inserted in the text. The remedial 
acids of sulphur follow, with a complete 
table with formule of the acids of that ele- 
ment. Hydrogen sulphide and the sulphides 
of the non-metals, such as carbon, are in- 
cluded. After each acid is spoken of the 
leading tests are given from the Sangporyt 
of the analyst. 

Chapter four treats of the metals in a 
similar systematic way with a table sum- 
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marizing the tests ‘and reactions after each 


group. .The pretty, practical feature of 
color charts is adhered to. Words hardly 
describe this property so these serve to at- 


tract the eye of the student, there to re- 


main as a color memory or impression. 
Chapter five, Analytical Chemistry, pre- 


supposes a knowledge on the part of the 


student of the chemical data in the preced- 
ing pages and contains analytical tables of 
separation for the metals and acids. The 
Quantitative methods are mainly volumetric, 
and is a brief statement of the subject. 
Chapter six, Organic Chemistry, after the 
introduction, gives each class or type and 
emphasizes the official preparations in the 
same clear manner as the inorganic bodies 


were treated. Analytical tests are intro- © 


duced, likewise equations showing methods 
of manufacture. The last chapter is devoted 
to Physiological Chemistry, giving clinical 
analytical methods of value. 

The book is, as it always was, a clear, 
systematic aid for the student requiring 
guidance on the chemical side of pharmacy, 
medicine or dentistry.—F. T. G.

N. J. 55—Misbranding of Coffee (as to Geo- 
graphical Source) | 

In accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 4 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 
30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of the rules and 
regulations for the enforcement of the act, 
notice is given that on the 14th day of De- 
cember, 1908, in the District Court of the 
United States for the Southern District of 
Ohio, in proceedings of libel for condemna- 
tion of 60 cases of misbranded coffee. 


The facts in the case were as fllows: 


On or about December 4, 1908, an inspec- 
tor of the Department of Agriculture found 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, 16, 17, and 27 cases of 
coffee, in the possession, respectively, of 
Lewis Bros., J. C. Kerr Co., and Baum & 
Cogreve. The coffee had been packed and 
shipped to the said firms by the Climax Cof- 
fee and Baking Powder Company, Indian- 
apolis, Ind. Each shipping case was labeled 


and branded, “Climax Java Blend Coffee, 
Climax Coffee and Baking Powder Com- 


pany, Indianapolis, Indiana,” and contained 
100 one-pound packages of coffee, a portion 
being labeled “Climax Package Coffee, a 
Combination of High Grade Old Crop Cof- 
fee of Scientific Blending,” and the remain- 
der, “Climax Java Blend Coffee, a Combina- 
tion of High Grade Old Crop Coffee of Sci- 
entific Blending.” Samples of the coffee 
were subjected to analysis in the Bureau 


of Chemistry of the Department of Agri- 


culture, and the results obtained showed the 
product to consist exclusively of a low- 
grade Rio coffee, no Java coffee being pres- 
ent, nor any evidence of scientific blending. 
It was apparent, therefore, that the labels on 
the shipping cases and on both brands of 
the retail packages were false, misleading, 
and deceptive, in violation. of section 8 of 
the act. Accordingly, on December 7, 1908, 
the facts were reported to the United States 
attorney for the southern District of Ohio 
and libels for seizure and condemnation, un- 
der section 10 of the act, were duly filed, 
with the résult hereinbefore stated. On De- 
cember 15, 1908, the claimant, the said Cli- 
max Coffee and Baking Powder Company, 
having filed a good and sufficient bond, in 
accordance with section 10 of the act, the 


coffee was redelivered to it. 
Washington, D. C., April 17, 1909. 


The judgments are accumulating so 


rapidly that the Pacific Pharmacist 
finds it necessary to condense the re- 
ports greatly. Judgments of special in- 
terest to pharmacists will, however, be 
cited more completely or in full as the 
merits of the case may warrant.

A shipment of “Cumberland Mig. 
Co.’s Swan Brand concentrated flavor- 
ing of lemon, oil lemon, and citral veg. 
color,’ contained no oil of lemon. The 
Cumberland Mfg. Co., Nashville, 
Tenn., entered plea of guilty. $100.00 
fine and costs. April 26, 1909. | 

N. J. 57.—Muisbranding of canned 
apples. (Underweight. ) 
_Four hundred cases of canned apples — 
of Hulman & Company, Terre Haute, 


Ind. The cases and each can were la- 


beled “Erie Choice Winter Apples, dis- 
tributed by Erie Preserving Company, 
Buffalo, New York, San Francisco, 
California, net weight 30 to 34 ounces. 
Actual net weight was found to be 23% 
to 28% ounces. Claimants admitted 
the allegations of the libel. The 400 
cases were released to claimants on 
payment of costs and furnishing good 
bond that said canned apples would not 
be disposed of contrary to the act of 
June 30, 1906. April 26, 1909. 

N. J. 58.—Adulteration and mis- 
branding of oats. (As to presence of 
barley.) 

Lewis and Adcock, Knoxville, Tenn., 
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were in possession of a carload of an 
animal food labeled “No. 2 mixed oats,” 
which contained :25 per cent barley. 
Claimants admitted the charge in libel. 
Costs and $800.00 bond to insure 
proper disposition of the cattle food; 
also instructed to designate it “barley 
mixed oats.” May 4, 1900. 


N. J. 59.—Adulteration and mis- 
branding of lithia water. (Basic lithia 
water. ) 

The facts in the case were as follows: 


Qn or about November 9, 1908, an 
inspector of the Department of Agri- 
culture found in the possession of Otis 
H. Wood, Washington, D. C., 96 bot- 
tles of water, each of which was labeled 
and branded: “Basic lithia water, natu- 
ral carbonic spring water, Basic, Vir- 
ginia. Uric acid solvent. A _ pure, 
light, freestone, lithia water. Invalu- 
able as a constant and exclusive drink- 
ing water, and in the prevention and 


cure of rheumatism, gout, malaria, ty- 


phoid fever, and diseases of the kid- 
neys, liver, blood, and nerves.” 
Several samples of the water were 


subjected to chemical and bacteriolog- 
ical analyses and examination in the . 


Bureau of Chemistry in the Depart- 
ment of Agricultude, and it was found 
that the water did not contain enough 
lithia in 2,000 grams to give a spectro- 
scopic test; the amount of lithia pres- 


ent was not weighable and if present 


in a quantity appreciable at all, was es- 
timated to be less than one-hundredth 
parts per million. According to the 
United States Pharmacopeeia, a dose 
of lithium carbonate is seven and one- 
half grains, and on this basis it would 
require many thousand liters of the 
water seized to contain a medicinal 
dose. It was evident that the water did 
not contain a sufficient quantity or 
consistency of lithia to make it of value 
for medicinal purposes, ‘and that the 
statement appearing on the label as to 
its efficacy in the prevention and cure 
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of various diseases was false and mis- 
leading and in violation of section 8 of 
the act. The water was adulterated 
within the meaning of section 7 of the 
act for the reason that it contained the 
colon group of organisms which are 
closely associated with and indicate 
fecal contamination thereby rendering 
the water unfit for human consump- 
tion. Accordingly, on November 9, 
1908, the facts were reported to the 
United States attorney for the District 
of Columbia and libel for seizure and 
condemnation, under section Io of the 
act, was duly filed in the court afore- 
said, with the result that the 96 bottles 
were ordered destroyed and that claim- 
ants pay all costs. | 


N. J. 60.—Adulteration and mis- 
branding of buckwheat flour. (As to 
presence of wheat and maize.) | 

The “Mounten Ready. Prepared 
Buckwheat” of Louis Harpel & Com- 
pany contained wheat and_ corn. 
Therefore a case of adulteration as well
